W ashington, Out. 6.- This govern­ 
m ent is preparing lo take very decisive 
steps w ith a view to bringing Turkey to 
a prompt performance of her promises 
aud obligations 
w ith respect to the 
claim s of th** United States. 
The recall of All Ferron gh Bey, the 
Turkish minister, has vastly stimulated 
interest in the somewhat strained diplo­ 
m atic relations with tho sublime porte, 
aud every step in the negotiations is 
Watched w ith keen interest, (.specially 
now,that it is possible for the American 
fleet to be withdrawn from eastern 
waters for a possible demonstration in 
the Mediterranean. 
If is learned from a high official source 
that the administration is of tile opin­ 
ion that no extreme measures w ill be in 
dealing with the Sultan, but it is pre­ 
pared Pi adopt such measures if the more 
usual and gentler resources of diploma­ 
cy are of no effect. 
These harsher measures will be, in the 
ev.-nt of the failure of present negotia­ 
tions, nothing less than an nltim atim 
which would be presented to the sultan 
by Minister Oscar S. Strauss. 
In speaking of this phase of the situa­ 
tion, the official referred to said: . 
"Our government w ill not cease its in ­ 
sistence upon the 
payment of these 
claim s and has detained Mr. Strauss 
hi re pending the conclusion of these ne­ 
gotiations aud uuh ss these negotiations 
ore speedily concluded in a way entire­ 
ly satisfactory to our governm ent aud in 
accordance w ith the promises made by 
the sultan, Mr. Strauss w ill receive very 
positive instructions which ‘w ill bring 
Turkey Pi the realisation that our gov­ 
ernm ent expects the sultan to respect 
his repeated promise.,” 
Under the instructions of Secretary 
Hay, M inister Strauss returned to this 
country in February last, in order P> 
confer with his chief and since then the 
negotiation* have been conducted from 
this cud with the active assistance of 
Mr. Strauss. 
It is believed here that but for the in ­ 
terposition of Russia and the demands 
that were made by Great Britain, Italy 
and France to have their claim s paid 
when fjiey learned that the United 
States had taken the lead in these nego­ 
tiations and succeeded in having the 
indem nity claim s, not only recognized, 
hut had received a promise for payment, 
the Turkish governm ent 
would have 
promptly carried out its promises. 
The 
governm ent, however, did not intend to 
be sidetracked on this question and the 
result has been that through direct pres­ 
sure, exerted at W ashington, the Turk­ 
ish governm ent fulfilled its promises for 
the rebuilding of the destroyed school 
houses and for the additional building 
to Robert college, so that all the matters 
at issue have been satisfactorily settled 
w ith the exception of the paym ent of 
the indem nity claims. 
Two years ago it was believed by high 
officials of the government that nothing 
but warlike demonstration could bring 
about a settlem ent of the pending ques­ 
tions. 
The situation has been skillfully 
and decidedly improved although the 
rdm inistratum is growing weary of the 
diliaP>ry tactics resorted to by the ad­ 
visers of the sultan.
